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President signs 
decorative 
contact lens bill 


P resident George 
W. Bush, Nov. 9, 
signed into law 
AOA-supported legisla¬ 
tion requiring the U.S. 
Food and Drug 
Administration (FDA) 
to regulate all contact 
lenses, including deco¬ 
rative piano lenses, as 
medical devices. 

The Senate had 
passed the measure July 


29 with final House 
action coming Oct. 26 
(see AOA News, Nov. 

14). In both houses 
approval came on voice 
votes, indicating over¬ 
whelming approval. 

The President's sig¬ 
nature culminated a 
two-year effort by the 
AOA to extend regula-

Presidents Column 

Making a difference in many ways 


S ix months ago, at 
the AOA House of 
Delegates, I 
described how ''the 
AOA makes a difference 
in your life, and in the 
lives of your patients." 

Today, we have 
many great examples of 
just what a difference 
we have made. So many 
in fact, it's hard to 
choose. Which is bigger, 
launching InfantSEE™ 
on the Today Show, or 
getting patient-protect¬ 
ing legislation enacted 
into law? 

Perhaps, I should 
start with something 
none of us planned. 
Hurricane Katrina took 
all America by surprise. 
The AOA responded 
quickly, establishing the 
Optometric Disaster 
Relief Fund, under the 
framework of the 
American Optometric 
Institute. 

Within two weeks, 
individual ODs and 
large corporations had 
all pitched in, with near¬ 
ly $500,000 in contribu¬ 
tions to date. We've 
helped 82 optometrists 
so far (one in Alabama, 
11 in Florida, 50 in 
Louisiana, 12 in 
Mississippi, and five in 
Texas). 

Thanks to the infra¬ 
structure we now have 
in place, we are ready to 
respond even faster 
when, God forbid, dis¬ 
aster strikes again. 
Having a strong nation¬ 
al association, and car¬ 
ing, responsive state 
associations, made such 


a dramatic response 
possible. 

On Nov. 9, 2005, 
President Bush signed 
into law the bill that 
reclassified piano con¬ 
tact lenses as medical 
devices rather than cos¬ 
metics. This new law 
definitively classifies all 
contact lenses as med¬ 
ical devices under the 
Federal Food, Drug, and 
Cosmetic Act. 

What the reclassifi¬ 
cation means is that all 
contact lenses, even 
piano or zero refraction 
lenses, come under the 
FDA Act, including the 
need for a prescription 
to dispense the device. 

The reclassification 
as a medical device also 
triggers all state law 
requirements that previ¬ 
ously would have 
applied to medical 
devices, but which may 
not have been applica¬ 
ble to cosmetics. 

During the two-year 
period when the FDA 
had classified piano 
lenses as cosmetics, 
many state law require¬ 
ments were circumvent¬ 
ed because they applied 
only to medical devices. 
Now those state medical 
device laws can once 
again be applied to 
piano lenses, especially 
state contact lens pre¬ 
scription laws. 

This was the result 
of incredibly hard work 
by our Washington 
office, our volunteers 
and our good friend in 
Congress, AOA member 
Rep. John Boozman (R- 


AR). 

During the same 
period, we made great 
progress on another ini¬ 
tiative that launched at 
Optometry's Meeting™ 
six months ago. 

InfantSEE™, our 
national public health 
initiative to provide eye 
assessments free of 
charge to children in the 
first year of life, has 
truly taken off. 

We've now got 7,400 
optometrists on board, 
with more than 4,000 
assessment forms sub¬ 
mitted. If you are an 
InfantSEE™ doctor, 
please make sure to get 
those forms in. 

A major objective of 
mine, and the AOA 
Board's, has been to 
respond forcefully in the 
media to campaigns by 
other groups to put mis¬ 
leading information 
before the public. 

A public awareness 
campaign by the inter¬ 
national agency Hill & 
Knowlton has yielded 
impressive results in its 
first year (See article, 
page 1). 

As Texas 

Optometric Association 
Executive Director Bj 
Avery said, the agency 
has done an "impressive 
job" of getting to know 
our profession and 
measuring the public's 
view of optometry. 

The campaign so far 
has led to tens of mil¬ 
lions of media impres¬ 
sions and helped count-

er the onslaught of neg¬ 
ative, misleading propa¬ 
ganda from organized 
ophthalmology. 

We are also counter¬ 
ing negative campaigns 
by the insurance indus¬ 
try. In Washington, the 
AOA Advocacy Group 
and non-MD organiza¬ 
tions recently established 
a new Essential Care 
Coalition (ECC) to help 
counter both insurance 
industry and medical 
lobbying. 

ECC representatives 
have already met with 
officials from the Centers 
for Medicare and 
Medicaid Services and 
with staff members for 
key legislators to discuss 
the planned Medicare 
pay-for-performance 
program, as well as ways 
to avert a planned cut in 
the Medicare physician 


fee schedule. 

Meanwhile, on the 
managed care front, we 
are expanding the highly 
successful AOA 
Managed Care 
Marketing Initiative. 

Under the initiative, 
representatives of the 
AOA Eye Care Benefits 
Center (AOA-ECBC) 
and state optometric 
associations—with assis¬ 
tance from Aon 
Consulting, one of the 
nation's most respected 
consultants on managed 
care benefit packages— 
meet with benefits man¬ 
agers. 

The group meets 
with up to 12 major 
managed care plans or 
employer-based insur¬ 
ance plans each year to 
explain the advantages 
of optometrically pro¬ 
vided medical eye care

ODs nationwide can help Gulf coast

Ihe record-break¬ 
ing hurricane sea¬ 
son has led to 
record-breaking loss in 
the Gulf and Florida 
coasts. The state opto¬ 
metric affiliates in 
Louisiana, Mississippi, 
and Florida expect to 
lose significant portions 
of revenue after offering 
dues waivers to affected 
members. 

AO A members can 
assuage the devastating 
effects on these associa¬ 
tions by becoming asso¬ 
ciate members of these 
state affiliates.

Medicare expands 
screening benefit 

The 2006 Medicare Fee Schedule expands 
the definition of an eligible beneficiary under the 
glaucoma screening benefit to include Hispanic 
Americans age 65 and over effective Jan. 1, 
2006. Currently, eligible beneficiaries are individ¬ 
uals with diabetes mellitus, individuals with a fam¬ 
ily history of glaucoma, and African-Americans 
age 50 and over. 

These patients may qualify for help in receiv¬ 
ing an eye examination by calling the American 
Optometric Association's Diabetes Hot Line. This 
program matches patients with participating 
optometrists in their area who have agreed to per¬ 
form a dilated eye examination, and provide 
and/or arrange for subsequent care. In special 
circumstances, such as financial need, the 
optometrist may be able to waive the deductible 
or co-payment a Medicare patient usually pays. 
The AOA's Diabetes Hotline is (800) 262-3947. 
Operators are available from 8:30 a.m. - 5 p.m. 
CST Monday through Friday. 


A OA has joined a 
coalition of 
health care 

organizations rallying to 
help save preventive 
care programs for chil¬ 
dren and adolescents 
amid a proposed $10 
billion cut in the 
Medicaid program. 

The coalition is con¬ 
cerned that a Medicare 
reform proposal pend¬ 
ing in Congress could 
mean the elimination of 
medically necessary 
benefits, including den¬ 
tal, vision and mental 
health services, for 
approximately five mil¬ 
lion children enrolled in 
Medicaid. 

The coalition's con¬ 
cerns were outlined in 
an Oct. 12 letter to Sen. 
Charles Grassley (R-IA), 
chair of the Senate 
Finance Committee; 

Sen. Max Baucus (D- 
MT), that committee's 
ranking Democrat; Rep. 
Joe Barton (R-TX), chair 
of the House Energy 
and Commerce 
Committee; and Rep. 
John Dingell (D-MI), 
that committee's rank¬ 
ing Democrat. 

At issue is a pack¬ 
age of Medicaid Early 
and Periodic Screening, 
Diagnostic and 
Treatment (EPSDT) 
services that state 
Medicaid programs 
must make available to 
beneficiaries under the 


age of 21, under federal 
statute. 

Medicaid EPSDT 
services were author¬ 
ized by Congress to 
guarantee comprehen¬ 
sive health coverage for 
low-income children 
and adolescents. In 
order to receive federal 
Medicaid funding, 
states must provide 
EPSDT services as part 
of their Medicare pro¬ 
grams. 

The EPSDT service 
includes periodic evalu¬ 
ations of health, devel¬ 
opmental, physical, 
mental, nutritional. 


vision, hearing, dental 
and supportive needs of 
children so their condi¬ 
tions can be identified 
and treated early— 
before they worsen and 
lead to more costly care. 

The EPSDT vision 
services are defined 
under federal statute to 
include diagnosis, treat¬ 
ment, and eyeglasses. 

Virtually all states 
have expanded 
Medicaid eligibility 
requirements over 
recent years to allow 
more children and ado¬ 
lescents access to pre¬ 
ventive care. 


Bell South to start covering OD services 


In an abrupt turn-around. Bell South has pub¬ 
lished in their plan description that medical eye care 
services provided by optometrists within the scope of 
their licenses will be considered eligible expenses by 
the Basic PRO, POS, and Basic Indemnity Plans. 
What this means is another significant ERISA win for 
optometry and potentially 200,000 more beneficiar¬ 
ies who can receive medical eye care from their 
optometrists. The AOA Eye Care Benefits Center 
(ECBC), along with the Alabama Optometric 
Association, Georgia Optometric Association and 
others, has been working on this for at least three 
years. 

Mark Hennen, O.D.,chair of the ECBC Executive 


Committee said, "This is a big win not only for optome¬ 
try, but for the employees of Bell South and their fami¬ 
lies, as well. The coordinated efforts of the AOA, the 
Alabama Optometric Association, and the Georgia 
Optometric Association paid off with a benefit to all 
involved." The previous exclusion of optometrists from 
reimbursement has been a top priority. 

Bell South is self-funded and uses United Health 
Care and Blue Cross of Alabama as their primary 
administrators. According to ECBC, if an optometrist 
is already on these panels he or she should not have 
to do anything further to remain a panel member. If 
not, optometrists will need to apply with these two 
organizations to be in their networks. 


However, pending 
legislation in Congress 
would effectively allow 
state Medicaid pro¬ 
grams flexibility to roll 
back eligibility require¬ 
ments for that care. 

Some proposals would 
allow states to substi¬ 
tute an alternate plan 
for EPSDT, such as that 
outlined under the State 
Children's Health 
Insurance Program . 

As a result, the 
coalition fears states 
may opt to limit preven¬ 
tive care coverage to 
those "mandatory" 
Medicaid enrollees 
under age 21 whom 
they are required to 
cover under federal law; 
curtailing coverage for 
"optional" enrollees 
who have entered 
Medicaid under 
expanded enrollment 
criteria. 

"We are concerned 
that some Medicaid 
reform proposals would 
ensure EPSDT services 
for only a limited num¬ 
ber of 'mandatory' 
Medicaid-covered chil¬ 
dren," the coalition 
emphasized in its letter 
to lawmakers. 

The preventive serv¬ 
ices are designed to 
identify and correct con¬ 
ditions that hamper 
learning, development 
and growth of our 
nation's vulnerable and 
poor children, the coali¬ 
tion notes. 

Waiving EPSDT 
requirements would not 
reduce a state's health 
care costs, the coalition 
contends. Rather, it 
would harm children's 
health while ultimately 
driving up costs, replac¬ 
ing cost-effective pre¬ 
ventive care with much 
more costly emergency 
care in hospitals. 

"All Medicaid-cov¬ 
ered children should 
have access to the health 
care services available 
through EPSDT," the 
coalition letter states.

Medicare eyes P4P project 


M edicare may 
implement a

(often abbreviated as 
'TFP" or 'T4P") reim¬ 
bursement programs, 
already used by some 
private sector insurers, 
reward health providers 
for meeting quality of 
care standards. 

Congress is consider¬ 
ing legislation to require 
Medicare to implement 
the planned pay for per¬ 
formance program. 
However, CMS plans to 
move ahead with the 
project whether 
Congress acts or not. Dr. 
Haywood told the AOA 
CAC conference. 

AOA has begun 
forming a pay-for-per- 
formance work group to 
review quality indicators 
and measures that could 
be applied to eye and 
vision care under the 
Medicare P4P program. 

''Although consider¬ 
able attention is being 
devoted to pay-for-per- 
formance, it is still too 
early to tell whether it 
will prove too cumber¬ 
some to work, or if it will 
fundamentally change 
the way Medicare and 
private payers measure 
health care services," 
Michele Haranin, O.D., 
AOA Federal Relations 
Committee chair, cau¬ 
tioned during the recent 
AOA Advocacy Mega 
Meeting. 

However, "CMS has 
already examined P4P in 
a variety of demonstra¬ 
tion projects, and 
momentum is gathering 
to require Medicare to 
embrace P4P more 
aggressively," Dr. 
Haranin said. 

The planned AOA 
P4P study group will 
consult with a range of 
AOA groups, centers and 
committees to determine 
how the Medicare pay- 
for-performance pro¬ 
gram could affect eye 
and vision care, she 
added. 
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1-800 CONTACTS blames AOA 

advocacy for FTC's warning letter 


R eeling from new 
scrutiny from the 
Federal trade 
enforcement watch¬ 
dogs, 3rd Quarter 
financial setbacks and 
a more than 20 percent 
decline in the value of 
its stock in recent 
weeks, 1-800 CON¬ 
TACTS, Inc., the 
nation's largest contact 
lens retailer, launched 
an attack on the AOA, 
blaming the company's 
problems on the associ¬ 
ation's vigilance. 

AOA, through its 
Washington office, is 
working with the 
Federal Trade 
Commission (FTC) and 
members of Congress 
to ensure full enforce¬ 
ment of the contact 
lens prescription verifi¬ 
cation requirements for 
sellers under the 
Fairness to Contact 
Lens Consumers Act 
(FCLCA). 

In October, the FTC 
issued a formal warn¬ 
ing letter to the compa¬ 
ny citing "a substantial 
number of complaints 
that 1-800 CONTACTS 
has not provided pre- 
scribers with a reason¬ 
able opportunity to 
communicate with it 
regarding verification 
requests." 

The FTC warning 
raised the possibility of 
legal action and civil 
penalties of up to 
$11,000 per violation of 
the Contact Lens Rule. 

In a Nov. 4 
response to FTC offi¬ 
cials denying wrongdo¬ 
ing and asserting that 
it is attempting to com¬ 
ply with the require¬ 
ments of the FCLCA, a 
top official with 1-800 
CONTACTS suggested 
that the AOA's influ¬ 
ence in Washington, 
DC, was a reason the 


company's prescription 
verification practices 
were being targeted. 

"We assume the 
FTC is aware that the 
American Optometric 
Association solicits 
complaints about 1-800 
CONTACTS from its 
more than 34,000 mem¬ 
bers. We understand 
that AOA met with 
FTC to present these 


complaints. . . .We 
believe if the AOA 
understood how our 
systems work and the 
safeguards that we 
have implemented to 
ensure compliance with 
FCLCA, the AOA could 
instead help educate 
their members and sig¬ 
nificantly reduce the 
number of complaints 
received by the FTC," 
said R. Joe Zeidner, 
General Counsel for 1- 
800 CONTACTS. 

The AOA has made 
FCLCA enforcement a 
top priority in 
Washington, DC, 
according to Michele 
Haranin, O.D., chair of 
the AOA Federal 
Relations Committee. 

In spite of 1-800 
CONTACTS' broadside 
in its response letter to 
FTC and the company's 
use of a team of federal 


lobbyists. Dr. Haranin 
and the AOA 
Washington Office con¬ 
firmed that optometry's 
enforcement effort will 
continue as long as 
consumers face unnec¬ 
essary risks and 
optometrists and their 
staff are burdened by 
verification practices 
that violate the law. 

"Violations of the 


FCLCA by any contact 
lens seller represent a 
serious threat to the 
health of our patients 
and should not be tol¬ 
erated. AOA will con¬ 
tinue to closely monitor 
the practices of sellers 
and keep federal offi¬ 
cials informed," said 
AOA President Richard 
Wallingford, O.D. 

Many complaints 
by optometrists have 
been filed directly with 
the FTC by individual 
practitioners. 

Dr. Wallingford 
made it clear that only 
allegations of legiti¬ 
mate violations of law 
are reported by the 
AOA to the FTC, and 
the FTC has obviously 
taken all these com¬ 
plaints seriously. 

The FTC has 
received hundreds of 
complaints from eye 


care providers about 
possible violations by 
contact lens sellers 
through its reporting 
services at www.ftc.gov 
and (877) FTC-HELP. 

Throughout 2005, 
the AOA Washington 
Office has remained in 
contact with FTC offi¬ 
cials and members of 
Congress to discuss 
complaints and pat¬ 
terns of prescription 
verification practices 
used by sellers. 

At the urging of 
AOA and its members 
in their home states. 
Sen. Ben Nelson (D- 
NE), Rep. Tom Osborne 
(R-NE) and Rep. 
Tammy Baldwin (D- 
WI) contacted the FTC 
to seek an inquiry into 
alleged violations of 
FCLCA prescription 
verification require¬ 
ments by contact lens 
retailers. 

The 2003 FCLCA 
legislation requires eye 
doctors to release and 
verify contact lens pre¬ 
scriptions and requires 
contact lens sellers to 
verify prescriptions, 
wait eight business 
hours for prescribers to 
respond, and cancel 
orders if a prescriber 
informs the seller that 
a prescription is 
invalid. 

The FTC recently 
confirmed in an inves¬ 
tigation that eye care 
providers are releasing 
prescriptions in accor¬ 
dance with the FCLCA. 

The FTC recently 
confirmed that an 
undercover investiga¬ 
tion focusing on certain 
eye care providers in 
New York and 
Pennsylvania did 
demonstrate compli¬ 
ance with the prescrip¬ 
tions release require¬ 
ments of the FCLCA. 


"Violations of the FCLCA by any 
contact lens seller represent a 
serious threat to the health of our 
patients and should not be 
tolerated. AOA will continue to 
closely monitor the practices 
of sellers and keep federal 
officials informed."

♦> Protect eye care services available through 
Medicaid, 

<♦ Ensure that optometry is included in legisla¬ 
tion now before Congress designed to expand the 
use of electronic health records, and 

Continue to expose improper prescription 
verification practices used by certain contact lens 
sellers. 


T he AOA Political 
Action Committee 
(AOA-PAC) has 
set a record $1.5 million 
fundraising goal for the 
2005-06 campaign cycle, 
according to AOA-PAC 
Chair Rose M. Betz, 

O.D. 

To that end, AOA- 
PAC is asking AOA 
members to contribute 
an average of $135 each 
during next year's 
fundraising drive. 

Fortunately, for the 
4,000 or so AOA mem¬ 
bers who regularly con¬ 
tribute to AOA-PAC 
during a typical election 
cycle, it will not neces¬ 
sarily cost much more to 
help maintain AOA- 
PAC's status among the 
10 largest health profes¬ 
sion PACs in 
Washington, noted 
AOA-PAC Board mem¬ 
ber Mitch Munson, O.D. 

During the last cam¬ 
paign cycle, the average 
AOA-PAC contribution 
was around $110, Dr. 
Munson reported. This 
is an average among 
AOA-PAC contributors. 

"So we are only ask¬ 
ing previous donors to 
give $25 more," Dr. 


Munson said. $110 has 
been the average contri¬ 
bution, but many doc¬ 
tors contribute more, 
participating in the 
Capitol Club at $200 per 
year or the dollar a day 
program at $365. 

AOA-PAC hopes to 
substantially increase 


the number of Capital 
Club members as well 
as the number of Dollar- 
A-Day members. "It is 
time to ramp up our 
participation rate," 
according to Dr. Betz. 

AOA-PAC also 
hopes to reach out to 
the entire membership 
and increase the per¬ 
centage of optometrists 
contributing. 

About 28 percent of 
AOA members con¬ 
tributed to AOA-PAC 
during the last election 
cycle. 

AOA-PAC Board 
members would like to 
see all AOA members 
contributing, but realis¬ 
tically hope to receive 
contributions from at 
least half of all AOA 
members during the 
2005-2006 election cycle. 

AOA-PAC Board 
members acknowledge 
contributions to AOA- 
PAC generally increase 
when Congress is con¬ 
sidering legislation that 
could impact optometry. 

"AOA-PAC helps 
ensure that optometry is 
heard loud and clear in 
the nation's capital," said 
Vince Brandys, O.D., 
AOA-PAC treasurer. 


"As we see more 
and more attacks from 
groups operating on the 
national level that have 
an anti-optometry agen¬ 
da, it is essential that we 
make AOA-PAC bigger 
and stronger than ever 
before. To do so, every 
AOA member must do 
his or her part starting 
today." 

To make AOA-PAC 
support more conven¬ 
ient, AOA-PAC has, for 
the past several cam¬ 
paign cycles, solicited 
contributions via tele¬ 
marketing. And while 
not everyone appreci¬ 
ates telemarketing, one 
cannot argue with suc¬ 
cess. 

Thanks to this tele¬ 
marketing effort AOA- 
PAC has consistently 
raised close to or just 
over $1 million each of 
these past few cycles. 
AOA-PAC will again be 
telemarketing next year. 

AOA-PAC Board 
members encourage 
AOA members to take a 
few minutes to speak 
with the AOA-PAC rep¬ 
resentative when one 
calls. However, borrow¬ 
ing a tactic from public 
broadcasting fundrais¬ 
ing campaigns. Dr. 
Brandys encourages 
past contributors, when¬ 
ever possible, to send in 
annual donations before 
receiving a solicitation 
call. "That saves time 
and administrative 
expense." 

Credit card contri¬ 
butions, made via tele¬ 
phone, represent the 
easiest and most reliable 
way to support AOA- 
PAC, director Noel 
Brazil said. 

AOA-PAC accepts 
all major credit cards, 
and donors may con¬ 
tribute once a year, 
quarterly or even 
monthly. In the very 
near future, AOA mem¬ 
bers will be able to con¬ 
tribute online. 

The AOA-PAC 
treasury is developed 


AOA-PAC to continue 
endorsements 

AOA-PAC plans to continue its relatively new 
practice of endorsing candidates during the coming 
election. In addition to providing financial support 
for campaigns, AOA-PAC for the first time in 2002, 
and in 2004, identified candidates worthy of 
endorsement. Letters of endorsement went to all 
optometrists in districts where those candidates 
were running. 

The candidates selected to receive campaign 
contributions from AOA-PAC are chosen on the 
basis of criteria established by the AOA-PAC Board 
including, whenever possible, a demonstrated 
record of support for optometry and legislation 
related to eye and vision care as well as strong 
local optometric support. AOA members can rec¬ 
ommend candidates for support. 

According to AOA-PAC Chair Rose M. Betz, 
O.D., it is because of this grassroots involvement, 
and the active participation of AOA members on 
the ground, in the trenches, that AOA-PAC is able 
"to back so many winners."

entirely through volun¬ 
tary donations from 
AO A member optom¬ 
etrists. (Corporate con¬ 
tributions are prohibited 
by law for use in con¬ 
junction with federal 
elections and AOA-PAC 
uses contributions of 
this sort to defray some 
limited administrative 
expenses.) 

AOA-PAC devotes 
its resources exclusively 
to candidates for the 
U.S. Senate and House 
of Representatives. (The 
PAC supports neither 
candidates for U.S. pres¬ 
ident nor state-level 
candidates.) 

2006 campaign 

Virtually all of the 
money raised by AOA- 
PAC over the 2004 elec¬ 
tion cycle was allocated 
to candidate campaigns, 
leaving only a small bal¬ 
ance brought forward 
for the 2006 campaign 
cycle. 

Currently ranked 
the seventh largest 
health profession PAC 
in Washington, AOA- 
PAC raised $1.13 million 
during the 2003-04 elec¬ 
tion cycle, according to 
Brazil. AOA-PAC hopes 
to raise $1.5 million in 
the 2005-2006 cycle. 


Today, AOA-PAC is 
about a third of the way 
there. 

The planned 
increase in the AOA- 
PAC treasury is intend¬ 
ed to maintain AOA- 
PAC's status as a viable 
force during what is 
expected to be another 
record year of campaign 
fundraising and spend¬ 
ing in the nation's capi¬ 
tal. 

The typical cam¬ 
paign for a competitive 
seat in the House of 
Representatives spent a 
record $1.5 million dur¬ 
ing the last election, 
with Senate candidates 
spending an average 
$5.4 million, according 
to Dr. Munson. 

Some 34 Senate 
seats as well as all 435 
seats in the House of 
Representatives will be 
at stake in next year's 
elections, Brazil noted. 

At this point, at 
least 10 Senate incum¬ 
bents and at least 45 
incumbent members of 
the House are consid¬ 
ered "vulnerable," 
which is measured in a 
number of ways, Brazil 
said. That means contri¬ 
bution from groups like 
AOA-PAC could prove 
an important factor in 
shaping Congress dur¬ 


ing this election cycle, 
she said. 

About 90 percent of 
the candidates backed 
by AOA-PAC in the 
2004 cycle were elected, 
Brazil noted. 

AOA-PAC's mission 
is to not only raise and 
contribute money for 
campaigns of candidates 
seeking federal level 
office, but to also raise 
the awareness of the 
importance of political 
activism, AOA-PAC 
Board Chair Dr. Betz 
notes. 

Optometry's 
strength has always 
been its grassroots 
activism and it starts 
with a campaign. AOA- 
PAC encourages AOA 
members to become 
more active as volun¬ 
teers in political cam¬ 
paigns, she noted. 

In line with federal 
campaign law, AOA- 
PAC is a federally regis¬ 
tered, independent enti¬ 
ty, established by the 
AOA Board of Trustees 
under the umbrella of

tory safeguards to the 
sale of decorative lenses.

In addition to work supporting Diabetes Awareness Month, H&K provided 
assistance for the Ready for School campaign, which included a national satel¬ 
lite media tour and outreach at the local, state, and regional levels. The goal of 
the campaign was to emphasize the importance of children receiving compre¬ 
hensive eye exams prior to starting school.

"The problem 
that we have to recog¬ 
nize is that it's not a 
quick campaign. It 
requires a multiple-year 
commitment to achieve 
major success." 

The AOA will con¬ 
tinually evaluate the 
campaign, and affiliate 
leadership as well as 
members will have 
ongoing opportunities 
to discuss the campaign 
goals and accomplish¬ 
ments at various local 
meetings and at the 
House of Delegates. 

"In today's world, 
we are defined by the 
public in the manner in 
which they see us per¬ 
form," said David 
Cockrell, O.D., 
Optometry Awareness 
and Public Affairs 
Committee member. 

"We need an effective 
and cohesive campaign 
that allows the public to 
recognize the profession 
of optometry." 

In the coming year, 
H&K will continue to 
work closely with the 
AOA communications 
staff to increase con¬ 
sumer outreach both on 
the national front and at 
the grassroots level. 
Through a variety of 
news releases, matte 
releases (ready-to-print 
newspaper stories), and 
targeted outreach to 
consumer and specialty 
magazines, as well as 
continued efforts with 
print and television out¬ 
lets, the campaign aims 
to inform consumers 
about who optometrists 
are and what they do. 

The campaign was 
newly named the 
Optometry Awareness 
and Public Affairs 
Campaign to more accu¬ 
rately depict its pur¬ 
pose. 


"We realized the 
campaign was more 
than a public relations 
campaign," said Joe 
Ellis, O.D., Optometry 
Awareness and Public 
Affairs Committee 
member. "We needed a 
way to describe all 
facets of the campaign, 
and the new name 
reflects the idea that we 
are focusing on multiple 
areas." 

As part of the cam¬ 
paign, H&K works 
proactively to anticipate 
issues and conducts 
ongoing media outreach 
using a "virtual news 
bureau" to pitch eye 
and vision health stories 
to local, regional, and 
national media. They 
also provide significant 
editorial support and 
assistance in coordinat¬ 
ing media responses. 

A comprehensive 
series of tool kits and an 
optometry brochure, 
which will soon be 
available, are the prod¬ 
ucts of H&K's ongoing 
communication with 
state affiliates, AOA 
Board members and the 
Optometry Awareness 
and Public Affairs 
Committee about core 
campaign areas, which 
included legislative 
work, media outreach, 
monitoring, and materi¬ 
als. 

Through direct con¬ 
tact with states, H&K is 
also developing integral 
components such as 
media best practices and 


support materials that 
will ultimately benefit 
all states. 

"Our members have 
been increasingly con¬ 
cerned about the mis¬ 
representations of 
optometry that have 
been presented by other 
organizations to the 
media," said AOA 
President Richard L. 
Wallingford, O.D. "At 
the same time, our state 
affiliate organizations 
are finding themselves 
facing stronger opposi¬ 
tion than ever. It is crit¬ 
ically important that we 
as an association have 
the expertise and 
resources to overcome 
these challenges, and 
that is exactly what the 
Optometry Awareness 
and Public Affairs 
Campaign is doing." 

This fall, H&K was 
visible as they worked 
closely with the AOA 
Washington, DC, office 
to monitor the decora¬ 
tive contact lens legisla¬ 
tion (S. 172) and inform 
the media of the impor¬ 
tance of passing the leg¬ 
islation before 
Halloween to help 
ensure a decrease in 
injuries due to lens mis¬ 
use. 

"The campaign has 
been very effective thus 
far, though it will take 
several years for us to 
fully demonstrate to 
everyone in the public 
who we are and what 
we do," said J. Wayne 
Buck, O.D., Optometry 


Awareness and Public 
Affairs Committee 
member. "To accomplish 
this, it needs to be a 
long-term, cohesive 
campaign." 

Though the cam¬ 
paign's results have 
been significant and 
measurable, its continu¬ 
ation is critical in order 
to keep and gain 
momentum in educat¬ 
ing the public about 
optometry, addressing 
the unfounded attacks 
from ophthalmology, 
and protecting 
optometrists' ability to 
serve patients as they 
are trained to do. 

"The campaign 
works to make the pub¬ 
lic aware of our profes¬ 
sion and what we pro¬ 
vide in terms of serv¬ 
ice," said Don 
Williamson, O.D., 
Optometry Awareness 
and Public Affairs 
Committee member. "In 
circumstances where the 
American Academy of 
Ophthalmologists and 
the American Medical 
Association are directly 
campaigning against us 
and attempting to limit 
our scope of practice, 
it's extremely important 
that we provide our side 
of the argument and 
balance it out." 

Recent nationwide 
research and surveys, 
conducted by both oph¬ 
thalmology and optom¬ 
etry, demonstrate the

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need to better educate 
consumers about the 
role and training of 
optometrists. 

Organized ophthal¬ 
mology's continued 
attacks and aggressive, 
antagonistic efforts, 
along with its ongoing 
failure to allow 
optometrists to attend 
educational courses and 
meetings at which they 
had previously been 
included, indicate the 
need for the public 
affairs campaign to con¬ 
tinue. 

H&K has and will 
continue to train AOA 
board members, com¬ 
mittee members, state 
leadership, and other 
optometric representa¬ 
tives to be informative, 
educational go-to 
sources for the media on 
stories related to eye 
and vision health and 
well-being. 

H&K works closely 
with the AOA staff. 

State Government 
Relations Center 
(SGRC), and Federal 
Government Relations 
Center to provide com¬ 
munications support for 
legislative issues at both 
the federal and state 
levels. H&K stays on 
top of key legislative 
issues and offers proac¬ 
tive and reactive sup¬ 
port as necessary. In 
June, they established 
messages and conduct¬ 
ed media outreach for 
the White House 
Conference on Aging 
and provided support at 
the press conference. 
H&K has also been 
closely monitoring the 
AOA-backed federal 
children's vision legisla¬ 
tion, H.R. 2238, and will 
continue to make public 
and legislator education 
on that initiative a prior- 
ity. 

Even though the 
focus of the campaign is 
national awareness and 
public affairs work, the 
postitive optometry 
image that is put for¬ 
ward in each state has a 
beneficial effect on the 


national landscape of 
optometry. 

"Initially, Hill & 
Knowlton spent a great 
deal of time working 
with affiliate states on 
issues that effect the 
entire profession," said 
Dr. Brooks. 

From the onset of 
the campaign, H&K 
worked closely with the 
AOA staff and SGRC in 
determining the appro¬ 
priate level of support 
that states would 
receive. 

Initially, with the 
guidance of SGRC, leg¬ 
islative questionnaires 
were sent to states and 
when completed and 
returned, dozens of 
states were earmarked 
as "issues states" to 
receive direct outreach 
and consultation, mate¬ 
rials and strategic coun¬ 
sel. This continues to be 
an ongoing process as 
issues form and dis¬ 
solve. 

H&K provides 
pointed, strategic and 
tactical support to a 
number of states in the 
form of messages, best 
practices sharing, leg¬ 
islative communications 
strategies, identification 
of resources, templates, 
and media outreach. 
Several states facing 
key-to-profession leg¬ 
islative challenges 
received state-specific 
outreach and counsel in 
terms of both legislative 
communications sup¬ 
port and general 
statewide public aware¬ 
ness. 

On a broad level, 
H&K provides commu¬ 
nications support to all 
50 states by making 
materials including tool 
kits, general optometry 
messaging, media out¬ 
reach tools and other 
campaign elements 
available to all mem¬ 
bers. 

"H&K has done an 
impressive job of under¬ 
standing optometry and 
the public's view of 
optometry over the last 
year," said Texas 


Optometric Association 
Executive Director Bj 
Avery. "The firm has a 
solid grasp on the pub¬ 
lic perception of our 
profession, the chal¬ 
lenges we face and the 
messages we need to 
communicate. Their 
input, their due dili¬ 
gence, their attention to 
the issues that face our 
profession have been 
invaluable, and we are 
much stronger in the 
legislative arena and 
public view of optome¬ 
try than ever before." 

H&K also worked 
with the AOA on the 
federal decorative con¬ 
tact lens legislative and 
consumer awareness 
campaign, which 
included work on 
proactive media out¬ 
reach. They worked 
with the SGRC to 
research state decorative 
contact lens laws and 
sent letters to all state 
executive directors, 
presidents, and presi- 
dents-elect to raise 
awareness and gain 
support for the nation¬ 
wide effort. 

The overall integral 
components of the cam¬ 
paign include topical 
and profession-related 
key messages, brochures 
and education inserts, 
press releases, and a 
Web board for affiliate 
leadership and public 
relations committee 
members. H&K has also 
developed a series of 
tool kits for the states 
covering the following 
topics: media relations, 
state legislative process¬ 


es, optometry, surgery, 
expansion of prescrip¬ 
tive authority, children's 
vision, and co-manage- 
ment. 

The Optometry 
Awareness and Public 
Affairs Committee is 
chaired by Steve 
Wasserman, AOA com¬ 
munications director. 
The following Board 
members are on the 
committee: Randy 
Brooks, O.D., J. Wayne 
Buck, O.D., David 
Cockrell, O.D., and Joe 
Ellis, O.D. 

Also on the 
Optometry Awareness 
and Public Affairs 
Committee are David

Though the cam¬ 
paign covers many

The campaign 
results delivered the 
past year are reflective 
of the commitment of 
AOA to promoting 
optometry's image to 
the public.

D uring its inaugu¬ 
ral year, more 
than 300 optome¬ 
try students attended 
Sports Vision University

VSP doctors set up 
cruise ship clinics 

In November, Vision Service Plan (VSP) doctors 
set up eye care clinics aboard Carnival Cruise ships 
in New Orleans, which are now home to nearly 
3,000 city employees and their families. 

Hurricane Katrina destroyed many medical offices 
and displaced doctors and thousands of patients, leav¬ 
ing many without access to eye care or medical 
records to replace lost or broken spectacles. 

Jarrett Johnson, O.D., a New Orleans doctor 
who lost her practice in the storm, came up with the 
idea for cruise ship clinics. She pitched the idea to 
Mayor Ray Nagin, who agreed to establish a pro¬ 
gram. VSP and the Mayor's Office are working 
together to provide free eye care to residents. 

"The devastation of Hurricane Katrina was so 
widespread that most people didn't stop to think about 
something as seemingly simple as eye care," said Dr. 
Johnson. "But to a survivor whose entire world has 
been turned upside down, access to new glasses 
could put them one step closer to normalcy." 

VSP has worked with the American Red Cross to 
distribute more than 62,000 vouchers for free eye 
exams to evacuees since the hurricanes struck in 
September. They also set up mobile eye clinics in 
New Orleans and along the Mississippi Gulf Coast.
